"While there seems to be sti-fflcleut 


gms for present 
local use, it is a 


question if anything beyond this could 
be expected, owing to the fact that the 
field is essentially an oil field aad 
(hat an enormous waste of gas can 
not be avoided. 


'The gas bearing 
rock or sand is 


very porous,- allowing a free flow of 
the sas and oil -wells which are left 
more or less open, 
-would 
rapidly 


cause a depletion of the supply of gas. 


"I would also consider the field in a 


way unreliable, owing to the fact ».hat 
it is so spotted, gas and oil beiag 
found indiscriminately. 


"Could the territory which seems to 


be gas territory be preserved for gas 
only, and the use of -gas 'be restricted 
so as to provide against unnecessary 
waste, I think there is no question but 
that there nrould be a sufficient, quan- 
tity to supply Robbinson and nei;h 
boring tctwns with fuel for an indefi 
nite period."

injuries -McGee was a wanderer, and 
when' it was discovered that Little 
Turtle had been wiped out it was said 
that the biggest notch on McGee's gun 
baiTRl commemorated the full measure 
of his revenge, a Ions mark for the 
chief and nine shorter ones for the 
subordinate headmen wbo had bitten 
tile dust at the command -of Ihe un- 
erring rifle that never failed to execute 
its mission when pointed at a Brute's 
breast.

Never surely was eoui}>osfr more 


witty than th* muster who gave us an 
imiuorttl selling of "William Teli" 
liostiul'ii whimsicality extended eveu 
to his birthday, llaviug btfa bom in 
Wap year, on Keb. '£i, he had » birth- 
day only once In four years, aiui when 
he was seventy-two he facetiously in- 
vited Ui» frit-mi* to celebrate his eight- 
eenth birthday. Some of tbe best spec- 
imen* of Sis wit were shown to con- 
nection with brother composers. "You 
know," be said one day, speaking to a 
friend, "you know what pretty dunce 
nuM-s Auber has always written." 
Aubcr being a* likely to write dance 
tunes &s Rossini WH* to write * ser- 
mon, Tbe maestro seldom went to the 
oi>era or to any place of amusement, 
bat he could not resist. the temptation 
of hearing one of Wagner's works. It 
was "Tannba»s«r." Afterward, when 
asked to give bis opinion of the opera, 
he said. "It is too important- and toe 
elaborate a work to be judged after a 
slnsle hearing; but, so far us I am cou- 
ccraedj I shall not give It *. second." 


Hosaiui'8 wittieinuig Indeed, bnbbled 


forth at all time* and under all cir- 
cumstances. On owe occasion a ged- 
tteuran called upon him to eiilist his 
aid in procuring for him an engage- 
ment at the. opera. He was & drumr 
mcr and had taken the. precaution to 
bring- his Instrument, Rossini said be 
would hear him , "play," and it-was de- 
cided that h* should show off in'.the 
OTcrture -to "Semirgjnide." .The very 
first -bar of the overture contains- a 
tremolo for tbe -drum, and whan *thls 
had been performed the piayer.reninrk- 
ed: "Xow I have a -rest of seventy- 
eight bars.

Some of these anecdotes of Rossi n! 


remind us that composers, as a rule, 
have not figured amiably as critics of 
each: other. Handel swore that Gluck 
knew no more about counterpoint than 
hi* cook.. Weber pronounced Beetho- 
ven a madman, and Haydn said cf a 
brother musician that "he played: the 
fiddle like a hog." Liszt was particu- 
larly severe upon fellow artists. Some 
one was once playing, to him a compo- 
sition he evidently did not care for. 
"What is that?" he asked. "It is Ben- 
nett's 'Moid of Orleans' *onnta," wag 
the reply. 
"Ah," said the virtuoso, 


"what a pity that the original manu- 
script did not meet with the same fat& 
a» Joan!'' But perhaps better '-.ttum-Ahls 
was the opinion of Wagner expressed 
by Offenbach. 
Wagner had just pub- 


lished his "Rienzi," and off went a 
copy to Offenbach, with a request that 
be >voo!d' say .what he thought , of It 
Now, Offenbach had previously read 
some of Wagner's poems and had made 
fun of them, a circumstance well 
known to Wagner. After three weeks 
the score of "Hlenzi" was returned to 
Its composer with a slip on which was 
written :' "Bear: Wagner, your music Is 
trash. Stick to poetry." This of course 
enraged Wagner greatly, and some 
months later he was out with one of 
bis celebrated brochures denouncing 
the Jews. 
It was a Bne opportunity 


for revenge. Offenbach being: an Israel- 
ite, and the brochure was In tbe hands 
of Offenbach in no time. 
Two days 


elapsed, and Wagner bad the pamphlet 
back. When be opened it this is what 
be found wrftten on the front page: 
"Dear Wagner, yout brochure is rot. 
Stick to nvusSc."

Haydn was a great admirer of the 


fair sex, and some ot his prettiest 
things were said about women. One 
specimen must suffice. The celebrated 
Mrs. BlUingwa was a great friend of 
his, arid Sir . Joshua Eeynoldas ;hnd 
painted her portrait Bnydn -wefiit to 
see the picture when it was finished. 
"Yes," .he sajd-to the artist, "it is^tery 
good, ^ut you painted, Mrs. BIHing- 
ton listening to the angels, whereas 
the angels should be listening to her," 


Berlioz, the eminent French compos- 


er, had n caustic wit. He could not en- 
dure Bach, and ho used to call Handel 
"a big hog," a "musician of the stom- 
ach." 
For this he was paid oat. by 


Mendelssohn, -who (lechissd that after 
touching a score of Berlioz soap and 
water were necessary, Berlioz, how- 
ever, had his musical hero, and that 
hero was Beethoven. 
Touch Bee- 


thoven Irreverently and his ire was 
kindled,. There Is a certain passage. for 
the double bassos in one of the mas- 
ter's scores which was at one time be- 
lieved to be almost impossible of execu- 
tion. Now, Habeaeclc conducted a per- 
formattce of thia work In Parts and 
gave the passage in question to the 
cellos. Berlioz, who was present, met 
Habeueck soon, after and asked him 
when he meant to 'give the passage as 
Beethoven tnt'enfled it to be given. 
"Never as long as 1 livs," said Habe- 
neck. "Well, we'll wait," replied Bor- 
lloz. "Don't let it be long." 


Speaking of Beethoven, that roaster's 


humor was rather of tho grim kind, re- 
sembling more the natire of Oartyle 
than anything else. 
Thn ^mpoaor's 


brother had a little property of his 
own and was very proud of It One 
day ho called on Beethovon and loft a 
card Inscribed "Johann Van Beethoven, 
Land Proprietor." Next day h« had !t 
returned to him, written on tho back, 
"L. Van Beethoven, Brain Proprietor." 
—Chambers' Journal.
